The 
usual clear weather in harvest time makes 
the Missouri slope peculiarly adopted to 
the raising of barley, and all that remains 
to make its cultivation a success is for 
the farmers to exercise proper judgment 
in its care. Bismarck will hereafter be a 
good barley market.

As THE harvest season approaches, 


hints to farmers may not be out of place. 
It is a statistical fact that fully twenty 
per cent, of all losses on crops occur dur- 
ing the harvest period, caused chiefly by 
the ignorance or lack of judgment on the 
part of the farmer. This season prom- 
ises a wet harvest. The.following sug- 
gestions from, a correspondent to the In- 
diana Farmer' will be valuable. He says : 
"I have been a wheat stacker for twenty 
years and claim to know a little about 
how it is done. My first stacking was 
for myself when I was fifteen years old, 
and it was done on my knees as I had 
always seen old farmers do. I was very 
particular, especially with the outside 
course, and I carried them up tall and 
slim. It was but a year or two till I got 
all the stacking I could do for my neigh- 
bors. I found out it was both hot and 
hard work, so I concluded 'o try a fork. 
It was but a short time until I could do 
very good work with a fork, and for the 
last fifteen years I use my fork from the 
first until almost the last bundle. I first j 
built my foundation at one end (I usually 
built ricks) laying the bundles crosswise 
the rail, buts outward. When that course 
is laid across then I reverse the bundles 
and go back, keeping the heads up, and 
and so on until I get the foundation done. 
The first outside course I lay out over 
the rails six or eight inches- I always 
keep the middle very full, giving the 
bulge very fast, after it gets four or five 
feet high. I never get on the outside 
course, laying them out with my fork; 
the second course I just barely lay on the 
tip ends of the heads of the outside 
course, the third course out to the bands 
of the second course, and so on to the top 
of the stack. In this way I keep the 
middle full and solid and the outside 
very loos?, so that when the stack settles 
the outside will settle the most and have 
tbe shape of a roof so that it is impossi- 
ble for it to take water."

THE -conservative policy of the na- 


tional banks in the east at this time may 
be carried to extreme. To be sure they 
are strengthening their resources by 
calling in their loans and accumulating 
reserve, but the lines are being drawn 
loo tight. The reasons for this con- 
servative policy are first, the deprecia- 
tion in the value cf all stocks and se 
curities, and second, the fact that drafts 
from the west for crop-moving purposes 
will soon begin. Commercial houses and 
manufacturing establishments, however, 
are being pressed to such an extent that 
it-would seem desirable for the banks to 
loosen their vices and allow a more free 
circulation. The despatches from New 
York seem to justify this move. Stocks 
of all kinds are jumping upwards, and 
the crisis is fairly passed. The Phila- 
delphia Call says: "It is generally con- 
ceded that as soon as the crop-moving 
period passes and we can get back to a 
normal condition, the pressrue that has 
existed will be over. It is not inherently 
necessary. The country has had a really 
prosperous year. Our crops are abun- 
dant, and are being safely gathered. Our 
manufactories have been busy, and ihe 
people have had work. Lack of confi- 
dence, brought on by speculation, dis- 
turbed the regular order of things and so 
have weeded out weak speculative con- 
cerns, and, unfortunately, pressed legiti- 
mate business. It has stood the pres- 
sure remarkably well. But the failure 
in New York last Saturday is a warning 
that the lines are drawn as tight as they 
will bear. The time has come, there- 
fore, for as liberal a policy on the part 
of the banks as can be safely followed. 
The future prosperity of the country 
largely depends on-this. Prudence and 
liberality now will turn the tide and lead 
to the full measure of prosperity."

This morning, about BIX o'clock, Mr. Farrington 
insisted upon going down in the well amid the 
protestations of his wife and his farm hands. 
On reaching the bottom ef the well he called to 
those at the top to draw him up, which was at 
once proceeded with, and the unfortunate man 
reached within twenty feet of the top when he 
was overcome and fell from the bucket to the 
bottom of the well—a distance of thirty feet— 
and all attempts to rescue him proved futile. 
Dr. Jphn Uarconrt was atonca sent for, and on

THE OUTLOOK. 


The national campaign of 1884 is now 


fairly opened. The issues are made up 
and the two great historic parties con- 
front each other in battle array. The

ident bolt upon which the demo- 


cratiCj leaders counted to aid in placing 
them in power, dwindles away as the 
days go by and long before November it 
will cease to be heard of.

WHEAT HARVEST. 


Next week the sound of the harvest 


sickle will be abroad in the land. 
Far- 


mers are specially warned against allow- 
ing grain to become too ripe. As to this 
the Germantown Telegraph says: "It 
should be remembered that wheat is 
composed of gluten, starch and bran. 
Gluten is the nourishing quality of the 
grain, which makes the flour stick to- 
gether in the hands of the baker, and 
gives weight to the grain; and there is 
the greatest quantity of gluten in the 
grain just when the straw is yellow two 
or three joints from the ground, the head 
turns downward, and when you can mash 
the grams between the thumb and finger 
without producing any milk. It may, 
therefore, be set down as an indisputa- 
ble fact that every day the wheat stands 
after the stage of ripeness the gluten de- 
creases in quantity and the bran in- 
creases in thickness and thus diminishes 
its value." 


THE Fargo Republican goes to a great 


deal of pains to make out a casein favor 
of Delegate Raymond's renomination for 
Congress, when the truth is there is no 
organized opposition to him in all North 
Dakota, and there will be none unless his 
superserviceable, overzealous and inju- 
dicious friends stir up one. There is no- 
body in the north who will enter the lists 
against him.

Thus, it will be seen, that the hottest day 
was July 1,1881, at which time the mer- 
cury went up to 102 in the shade. The 
coldest period in the five years ending 
December 21 last, was early in the morn- 
ing of Christmas, 1879, when the mer- 
cury crawled down to 38 degrees below 
zero. It was clear and calm at the time 
and one could hardly realize that it was 
so cold. The above figures are official 
and ouglit to contradict successfully the 
stories told east about the thermometers 
in this region freezing up and wells forty 
feet deep freezing solid.

The governor arrived from the 
east unexpectedly yesterday noon, after an tx- 
xnded journey through southern 
Dakota, 


where he had been crowding the vile malignere 
of his character and public reputation to a 
statement and giving them a general feast of 
crow. As baa been seen by the reports of the 
tek graph and press, most of the disgruntled 
falsifiers have been swallowing their mildewed 
Fabrications without even stopping to clean 
them of he dead insects of malice and jeal- 
ousy and the governor is already being de- 
fended and vindicated by many of the '.newspa- 
pers which were loudest in their denunciation 
of him. Having been absent for so long a 
time the people of Bismarck welcomed him 
back to the city in a manner which his true 
merit and faithful public service so richly de- 


evening both 
serve. At eight o'clock in the

this being the firtt time he had seen the compa- 
nies together he expreaaed himself as well 
pleased with the organizations.

He continued, saying that Bismarck, by act of 
legislature, by the decision of the supreme court 
of the territory and by her own good faith in 
advancing the necessary $100,000 cash and 160 
acres of land, is tbe capital if Dakota, and he 
believes that if a vote of the people of tbe terri- 
tory was taken today, they would say by an 
overwhelming majority that it should remain 
here.

In c inclusion, the governor said that 
as for his administration, and in reply to the 
attacks which have been made upon it, he 
would refer to the public work which has been 
done, and that tbe ton handsome buildings e ec 
ted wonld stand for all time as monuments to his 
name and aa a perpstnal answer and rebuke to 
his enemies.

teria Found Thereon. 


[New York Times.} 


According to the assertion of an English. 


Ec.entific person, bacteria delight in gold 
coins. If we take any of a dozen gold $W 
pieces that we may have in our pockets, aw£ 
examine it with a microscope, we sba 1 find 
more bacteria on its surface than could be 
calculated on the largest blackboard. A. 
gold coin is a rallying place of all kinJs of 
bacteria. 
Tbe English scientific peisoa 


counts-! on the surface of a sovereign ol 
1881 thirty-four distinct species of bactii-'a, 
each species living by itself in a lot feucti 
off from the rest of the sovereign, but fi&- 
quently climbing over the fence to boll ia- 
tei views with other bacteria. Among theot 
he recognized the various bacteria that pro- 
duce consumption, plague, cholera, railway 
accidents, wooden legs, and cerebro spinal 
meningitis, and he has no doubt that sped 
mens of the bacteria that produce every 
other misfortune to which flesh is heir are to 
be found on that same sovereign. 


To test the truth of this discovery, he in- 


oculated a dog with the railway-accident 
bacteria, and a broken-down chair with the 
wooden*!*:* bacteria, and in less than a fort- 
night the dog Was run over by a horse car OE 
the Tottenham Court road tramway, and the 
chair "received a new wooden leg—^a front 
one—at the hands of a cabinet-maker. Th« 
scientific person afterward inoculated a cat 
with the combined scrapings of both sides ol 
tbe sovereign, thereby, as he believes, pro- 
viding her with thirty-four diseases. It se 
happened, however, that the hot-water-pro- 
ducing bacteria developed in the cat's sys- 
tem more rapidly than any other species, and 
the cat died from the effect of (having a 
bucket of hot water poured on her by the 
cook before she furnished any symptoms of 
plague, cholera, or clergymen's, soie throat 


The news of this discovery will send A 


thrill of horror through the whole commun- 
ity. It shows that we are carrying daily ui 
our pockets complete menageries of bacteria, 
and thus i mining the ribk of inoculating our- 
selves with all sorts of diseases. If a solitary 
one of these bacteria is brushed off the gold 
coin on which he resides and obtains an entrj 
into our lungs or circulatory system, we must 
inevitably break out with small-pox, scarlet 
fever or some other equally obnoxious com- 
plaint. There is absolutely no safety for a* 
as long as we carry gold coins, and" every 
prudent man will hereafter refuse to accept 
them, no matter how much he may lose 
thereby.

The Frightful Tale. 


ST. JOHN, N. F., July 18.—Sergeant Iiong, of 
he Oreely party who was first to respond to the 
welcome tone of the steam whistle, says he and 
Sergeant Brainerd were first to hear the sound 
and they helped each other to crawl out of their 
tent. When Long got clear of the entangle- 
ment of the tent, which had been swept to the 
ground, he row to his feet With great difficulty 
a id succeeded in drawing himself up to a rock 
that gave the m< B' extensive view in the neigh 
borhooJ. Braicerd wen£ to the tent, but Long 
remained looking out, searching in every direc- 
tion for some strange object. At length he saw 
a large black object about a mile distant, which 
at first looked like a rock, but he knew there 
were was no rocks on that line. Bnddenly ap. 
Broaching, the steam.lannch changed its coarse 
and Long recognized the approach of the rea- 
iuers. He came from the rock and went to 
wards the camp to raise the flag pole and flag; 
which bad been blown down during a gale and 
held it for about two minutes until his strength 
gave out and it was once more blown to the 
ground.

A spoonful of brandy ap- 
plied to his lips called back the fleeting life 
spark, for Connell could not have survived 
more than a few hours. He was by far the 
weakest of the survivors, and the strongest 
must have succumbed within forty eight hours.

rec Election of their starving experience is simply 
heartrending. How they burned the hair off their 
seal ekin boats and coats, cut them into strips, 
boiled them into stew and ate voraciously of 
them till their stomachs rebelled and nausea 
and weakness ensued. In several cases nature 
»ave no call for twelve, fifteen and even eigh- 
teen days, and then bloody hemorrhage and 
ein eqnent weakness ensued, prostrating the 
v.ctims for several days. The difficulty of 
keeping heat in the body was very great. The 


e of the camp was to permit no one to sleep 


longer than two hours. He was awakened 
rjugbly and called upon to shake himself, heat 
his hands and pound his feet and restore circu- 
lation. This was found absolutely necessary to 
prevent torpor and possible death, the usual 
accompaniments of intense cold. 


Commander Schley has received instructions

Johns until there are twelve iron caskets coi— 
structed to receive the bodies of the deceased 
explorers. The survivors are doing well, bnt 
are still weak and suffering from nervous pros- 
tration.

The weather here is delightful and all that

vors and dead, and every token of respect is 
manifested for them. The Thetis and Bear, as 
they ride quietly at anchor in the harbor of 
St Johns, wear a sombre and monrnfnl ap- 
pearance with the flag of the United States at 
half mast. 


The United States war ship Alert arrived here 


at 8 p. m. Her detention was caused by a fog 
and search of other ships of the squadron. All 
on board well. 


THE DEATH OF BICE. 


Sergeant Julius B.JFrederick relates a mourn- 


fully tragic story of the sad death, on the ice- 
covered ground, of George Kiee.the artist of the 
expedition, on April 6. Rice and Frederick 
volunteered to leave the camp to proceed a dis- 
tance of twenty miles for some meat that was 
cached near Cape Sabella. They bad sledge, 
rifle and hatchet, and provisions for five days. 
They travelled for three days, bnt failed to find 
the cache. On ths way towards their camp. 
Bice became weak and finally gave up. He was 
attacked 
by bloody flux that gradually 


wore 
him 
down. 
He 
succumbed 
and 


was interred in an ice grave by his companion. 
Frederick 
camped out that night under 


a fragment of a boat, and next day revisited his 
companion to pay a last tribute to his remains. 
Frederick retained 
unfficientj strength to 


drag back the sled with rifle and cooking 
utensils to the camp, when he encountered 
more woe in the form of the death of Lieut. 
Lockwood and another of the party. The 
cached meat that Frederick and Bice were in 
search of was brought by them April 6 from 
Cape Isabella and abandoned next day in order 
to drag Ellison, one of their party who had been 
frozen, into camp. Bice was the life of the 
Greeley party—full of hope, buoyancy and 
energy, and bin death was a great blow to them. 
He died in a brave struggle to prolong their 
existence.

Barley Harvesting. 


BISMABCK, July 25,1384. 


EDITOB TRIBUNE:—The few remarks in your 


TBTBONE this morning upon wheat harvesting 
are very good, and farmers will do well to re- 
member it, and while I was reading it struck 
me that a few more practical remarks upon 
harvesting barley might be of service. Having 
made barley growing a specialty for many years, 
I venture to offer a few remarks upon harvest 
iag this valuable crop, seeing you are to have a 
market right at home for barley of malting 
quality. In the first place it cannot be too well 
understood that only barley of No. 1 quality 
wilPdo for malting, to secure which it must be 
allowed to fully ripen before it is cut, and as 
the season promises to be wet, bind your sheaves 
a little nearer the butts than the heads ao that 
the sn land air can get through the grain to 
preserve its color, for upon the color of barley 
depends its market value for malting. No time 
is lost by allowing „ it to fully ripen, because 
yon can carry it in two or three days after yon 
have cut it with safety, and I have even carried 
it in one day after cutting when the weather has 
bee a gooi. Whereas, if you cut it too soon, It 
will require a week or more after it is cut before 
you can catry it, and if the weather should be 
bad it will stain your barley a dark color, while 
if the weather should be hot and good it will 
bleach it white, and remember it is the pale 
goMen color that reaches the top price. An- 
other danger in cutting it too early is the lia- 
bility to heating in the stack, and, don't you 
forget it, if barley heats in the stack it is neither 
fit for malting or seed. lu stacking be sure and 
keep the middle of your stacks well filled and 
bind each layer ef sheaves over to the bands to 
prevent them slipping. In threshing do net 
have the beaters too close or yoi will bruise the 
tail end of the barleycorn and depreciate its 
value considerably. The farmers of this conn- 
try richly deserve anccess and I hope they will 
have it. The season has been all that could be 
desired, and all that is now wanted is good 
weather and good management 
to secure 


success.
